UK ATTEMPTED TO NAIL 
IIP THE BRIDGE WED- 
NESDAY NIGHT. 

Hi* ltlulV was Promptl.v Culletl 
ami Hi- Laid Down his Hand. 

Quite a flurry of excitement 
was occasioned Wednesday even- 
ing by an attempt of Mr. J. P. 
Cowing, of the King Bridge Com- 
pany, to nail up the St. Clair 
street bridge to prevent the pas- 
sage of pedestrians. It came tc 
the ears of Esquire J. L. Rod- 
man early in the evening that Mr. 
Cowing would close the bridge 
that night at 9 o'clock, and 
he promptly informed Mr. John 
E. Miles, chairman of the Bridge 
Committee. Mr. Miles hunted 
up Councilman Ben Marshall and 
together with Councilman El 
wanger and Mr. W. C. Hemdon 
they repaired to the bridge where 
they found a gang of hands, with 
their tools, awaiting orders. In a 
little while Mr. Cowing appeared 
when he was informed by Coun- 
cilman Marshall that they had 
learntd lie intended to close up 
the bridge. He said that was his 
intention, and was immediately 
informed by Mr. Miles that it 
could not be done, that the com- 
mittee had possession and intend- 
ed to hold it; that he would arrest 
any of Cowing's hands and him 
also it the attempt was made. 
Mr. Cowing then said "Mr. Miles, 
you had belter go and get out an 
injunction to prevent me," but 
was informed that if he wished 
an injunction he had better go and 
get one; that the committe proposed 
to keep the bridge open and any 
attempt upon his part to close i 
would cause blood to be spilled, 
After some further parley Cowing 
left and a guard of four policemen 
was placed on the bridge for the 
night and there was no further 
trouble. 

Cowing wanted Mr. Seckner, of 
of the Construction Company, to 
close the bridge Saturday after- 
noon when the sidewalk was com- 
pleted, which he refused to do 
and some sharp words passed be- 
tween them, Mr.Seckner informing 
Cowing that the Construction 
Company had charged of the 
bridge yet awhile, that he had 
agreed to give the people the use 
of that walk for a consideration, 
and proposed to keep it open as 
long as he was in charge. The 
trouble Wednesday night was oc- 
casioned by the bridge committee's 
informing Cowing, as the repre- 
sentee of the King Bridge Com- 
pany, what Mr. McLeod said 
would have to be done to the South 
abutment to render it secure. 
Cowing wanted the committee to 
give him in writing what they 
wished done, which they declined 
to do saying Mr. Nelson, the en- 
gineer, was employed for the pur-

Saturday afternoon the flooring 
of the easi siik- of the St Clair 
street bridge >va, completed and 
in accordance with a contract 
between WVi Jolin E Miles Arid 
Mr. Seckner, of the construction 
company, was tlirown open to the 
public, and people have been 
streaming across it ever since, 
except for a tew hours at a time, 
while heavy timbers were being 
lowered from the traveler by 
workmen taking that structure 
<iown, when the ferry would again 
be brought into use. The balance 
of the iron members of the bridge, 
except a few ornamental pieces, 
■were put In the first of the week 
and the workmen have been en- 
gaged since then in riveting the 
joints of the top chord and laying 
the floor in the wagon way. 

Mr. John l\ Buckley set a force 
of hands to work Monday tearing 
away what was left of the old 
bridge and little besides the piers 
now remains. 

On Saturday Mr John Mac 
L,eod. an engineer of long expe- 
rience, cam.- up from Louisville 
and examined the south abutment 
and gave it as h s opinion that the 
cracks in the win,' walls and the 
abutment proper were caused by 
dumping wet earth in behind 
them, recom nended the removal 
of the earth and that the filling 
be of broken stone, or that an ad- 
ditional wall be i) ult behind the 
abutment, and that the portion of 
the walls cracked be taken down 
and rebuilt He did not think the 
walls in any Immediate danger of 
falling and were safe units-; dam- 
aged in the future, a-i the founda- 
tion of the abutment was perfect, 
the walls no having sunk 

The construction company will 
complete the bridge in about two 
weeks but it will not be thrown 
open to wagon traffic for some 
time yet o*ing to the repairs 
having to be made on the abut 
merit. The bridge' is a handsome 
■structure, very roomy, the side- 
walks being ts >ecially so, and 
were it not for the dissatisfaction 
occasioned by the cracks in the 
walls of the south abutment and 
the knowledge that the bridge 
is lighter tlnn t e one we were 
led to expect to receive, the peo 
pie generally would be very proud 

of it. ]

Out of Whole Cloth. 

In his testimony given in the 
PollardBrcckinridge case before a 
commissioner at Lexington on 
Friday of last week, Catesby 
Hawkins, formerly of this county, 
made statements in regard to a 
mock marriage between Miss 
Pollard and Mr. Alex.

Senator Hill's easy victory in the 
Peck ham case was rather in the 
nature of a surprise to the Cleveland 
worshippers, many of whom had 
freely predicted that the Senator 
would succeed in digginghis political 
grave by his continued opposition 
to the nominees of the President. 
The fate of Conkling was held up as 
a warning against Senatorial inter- 
ference in nominations; the late 
elections were drawn upon for argu- 
ments of waning popularity with 
the people; but refusing to be fright- 
ened, Mr. Hill kept on the even tenor 
of his. way and carried his point. 
Not merely as regards Peckham was 
he successful, but he showed the 
President that the nominee must be 
an active partisan to have his nomi- 
nation confirmed. Mr. uleveland 
promtly accepted the situation, and 
on Monday sent to the Senate the 
name of Senator White, of Louisiana- 
Immediate confirmation was given 
and at last the vacancy on the Supreme 
bench is filled. It is interesting to note, 
however, that both of the Kentucky 
Senators disregarded the action of 
the Lower House of the Legislature, 
and voted for the confirmation of 
Peckham . T h is is rather discouraging 
to those ambitions State politicians 
who wish to take a hand in national 
affairs. 

The policy of the President in his 
nominations is a rather peculiar one. 
Since Andrew Jackson first started 
the plan of filling all the office* with 
the adherents of the party in power, 
no Chief Executive has dared go as 
far toward n on partisan appointments 
as Mr. Cleveland. Unfortunately, 
however, all of his nominations 
which were not dictated by party 
policy seem to have been made from 
purely personal motives or regard. 
It is questionable which of the two is 
to be preferred. In the case of 
Peckham, particularly, hit chief 
claim to distinction was his active 
participation in the famous ''Anti- 
Snapper Convention." Certainly 
neither public nor party good de- 
manded hiB elevation to the office for 
which he wan nominated; therefore 
it was simply owing to hiu personal 
acceptability to Mr. Cleveland that 
he was named. Mr. Hill's motive for 
opposition may not havo been a 
worthy one. but it was as easily de- 
fensible as the President's persist- 
ence in the effort to benefit his per- 
sonal friends The President goes too 
far to be a strict partisan, and not 
far enough to be independent of 
party. Hence he loses the support 



of Democrats without gaining that of 
Republicans. 

It is a pity that the exigencies of 
modern politics will not allow the 
Executive to choose his advisers from 
the leaders of both parties, as was 
done by the first and greatest of our 
Presidents. If the world were 
searched two men could not be found 
of more opposite politics than were 
Jefferson and Hamilton; yet they were 
selected by Washington for the two 
most important posts in his cabinet. 
Oresham and Carlisle may have some 
different opinions, but they are in 
accord on most questions of public 
policy; and hence Mr. Cleveland 
loses the bene'fit of opposite 
arguments. It was Washington's 
habit to obtain the opinions of both 
Jefferson and Hamilton, and balance 
them against each other before mak- 
ing a decision. The policy of the 
departments is controlled by the 
executive, not by the head of that 
department; why then, is it necessary 
to have a cabinet "strictly in accord 
with its chief?" Should not care be 
taken, rather, that Bome counter 
opinions be offered, lest action be 
taken without sufficient considera- 
tion of the opposite side of the case? 

As I predicted last week, it seems 
to be definitely settled that Kentucky 
River will get but a meagre appro- 
propriation — f 130,000 being the 
figures as last given out. While it is 
to be regretted that a sum large 
enough to insure the early comple- 
tion of this work could not be se- 
cured, yet it is manifestly unfair to 
lay the blame on the River and Har- 
bor Committee. The Committee bad 
a hard task before it, and all circum- 
stances considered it was inevitable 
that some sections should be disap- 
pointed. As said in my last letter, 
those appropriations which were 
most emphatically demanded by 
members of Congress were the 
ones which the Committee consider- 
ed it most advisable to give. By the 
time the next Congress meets how- 
ever, it is more than probable that 
the entire complexion of affairs will 
be so altered that the efforts of the i 
Citizens' Committee will be crowned, 
with success. At any rate the organ- 
ization should be kept up, ready to 
take advantage of every chanoe to 
put in a word where it will do the 
most good. 

• * • 

The defence in the Pollard-Breckin- 
ridge suit seems determined to stop 
at nothing to prove the previous un- 
ohastity of the plaintiff. The testi- 
mony of Dr. T. M. Lewis, taken at 
Danville, goes further, perhaps, than 
anything else. Upon the mereat pos- 
sibility that the woman in that case, 
whom he never saw and whose first 
name he never heard, was the same 
as Miss Madeline Pollard, the Doctor 
drags the name of the late Col. A. M. 
Swope from the grave to figure in 
the scandal. If anything could be 
proved against Miss Pollard's charac- 
ter, it would seem that it could be 
done without such evidence as this, 
which is, in the main, merely the 
conjecture of one man. Dr. Lewis 
may be, as stated, an honorable gen- 
tleman, who regretted to Bpeak in 
the matter; we do not know him, and 
give him the beuent of the doubt 
when he says motives of conscience 
only prompted him to make known 
his professional secretB which re- 
flected upon the character of his 
deceased friend; but his conscience, 
In such event, must be strungely 
warped. If there were any certainty 
that the Mhw Pollard of whom Col. 
Swope spoke to him isJVladeline Pol- 
lard, it would have been his duty to 
speak; but upon the merest sus- 
picion that such was the case, wus 
not his first duty rather to the mem- 



ory of Col. Swope? Col. Breckin- 
ridge will gain nothing from such 
testimony as this, and may lose much 
where he can least afford it— in the 
minds of the people.
